Biographical Information 

Marguerite Allen Johnson was a vocalist, pianist, and music teacher. She was born in Acton, 
Maine to Dr. George A. Allen and Lillie Allen Bird, and she married Ralph Henry Johnson on 
April 27, 1915. 

She was educated at Portland-Deering High School, studied voice with Rupert Neily, Jennie 
King Bragdon, Lewellyn B. Cain and Madeline Files Bird, and piano with Clara Smith Dow, 
Dora Young, Anne Neily, and at the Maine Conservatory of Music. She lived at 62 Main St. in 
South Paris, Maine, and taught music in the town school systems of Camden and Rockland in 
Knox County, Maine, and later in Fairhaven, Massachusetts. She also gave private music 
lessons. 

In Maine, she was a member of the Women's Choral Society, Portland Festival Chorus, 
Rossini Club Chorus, Charles Griff es' Club, Williston Choir, and Pilgrim Choir. She was also 
a member of the National Education Association.
